Conversion Of 
Gym To Offices 
Appears On Track 


The Cardinal Cushing gymnasium on 
Haverhill Street appears headed for devel- 
opment, following approval of a $1 million 
Industrial Development Finance Agency 
loan this week by the selectmen. 

The board Monday night approved the 
issuance of the loan following a public hear- 
ing at which no opposition was presented. 

The gym, formerly an office building for 
the Raytheon Company and the Crystal 
Ballroom, a popular part of the original 
Shawsheen Village built by William M. 
Wood, will become professional office 
space, according to Thomas R. Patton, III, 
president of The Alden Group of Burlington, 
a real estate development firm which is 
acquiring the property. 

Patton told selectmen Monday night that 
the exterior of the building will remain the 

«same with the interior gutted and renovated 
to accommodate professional offices. 

Architect Richard Landry of Andover will 
design the altered structure. 

Patton said he was aware of the building 
being part of the historic district area in 
Shawsheen. He said the windows which 
must be removed and replaced will be of 
thermopane, but will retain the present 
appearance. The porch, or entryway area 
on Haverhill Street, which has deteriorated 
through years of vacancy, may have to be 
replaced, but the columns and colors will be 
retained when renovated, Patton said. 


The developer indicated that work on the 
building would begin as soon as all financ- 
ing arrangements are completed which 
should be within 60 days. 


Patton said he was unsure at this point 
how many offices would be contained in the 
renovated structure, although it might ac- 
commodate up to eight or ten professional 
suites 
He said the area offers a good location, 


will have 52 parking spaces which falls 
within town zoning regulations. 

He was appreciative to the various town 
agencies with which he has had to deal in 
the process of acquiring the property and 
applying for the IDFA low-interest loan. 
“They have been very helpful and support- 
ive,’ Patton said. 

The Alden Group, which Patton heads, 
has office buildings in Burlington and May- 
nard. 

The gym building, was a part of the Sa- 
cred Heart Boarding School property be- 
fore its sale to Crowninshield Properties. 
Crowninshield, as part of its plan to aquire 
the former American Woolen Co. adminis- 
tration building and convert it to multi-fam- 
ily dwelling units, agreed to sell the Sacred 
Heart playing fields and the gym building to 
the town. 

At one time the Andover Companies, in- 
surance firm, was interested in acquiring 
the property from the town for use as stor- 
age, but residents objected to the plan, 
which also called for an exchange of some 
of the playfield property for insurance com- 
pany parking. 

Drs. Sanford Kaufman and Joseph Guer- 
rara, purchased the property from the town 
in 1980 for $65,000 and intended to convert it 
to professional offices, but the plans never 
materialized. The doctors sold it to Alden in 
the spring 

Shawsheen neighbors have complained 
about the building becoming a hangout for 
youths in recent months and indicated a 
lack of security there could result in prob- 
lems. 

Selectman Chairman Gerald Silverman 
asked Patton Monday night to take some 
immediate steps to insure security of the 
structure to which he agreed. Silverman 
said that he checks the building on his daily 
walks and makes sure doors are secure.

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Work Underway Again On 


Junior High Renovations 


Work on renovating the East Junior High 
School for town-school offices is underway 
once again, and the sale of the school to 
Andover Office Associates has been fi- 
nalized. 

The property passed to Andover Office 
Associates, a week ago when representa- 
tives of the firm and town officials met with 
counsel and state authorities in Boston to 
formalize the sale. 

The firm is owned by Robert Webster, 
principal in Channel Building Co., which 
was created to acquire the old school build- 
ing and renovate it for the town. The proc- 
ess allows private industry to renovate 
municipal property, receiving tax credits 
and resulting in savings to the community. 

Renovation plans cost the company 


$100,000. The firm will now lease the prop- 
erty from the town at $10,000 annually. 
When renovations are completed, the town 
will lease the property back from Webster, 
with intentions to purchase the property 
outright after 15 years. 

Town Manager Kenneth R. Mahony said 
this week that occupany of the building by 
town and school administrative offices is 
anticipated by December of this year. 

Work on the building had been stopped for 
a while due to some legzlities involving 
some of the trades involved. 

Mahony said these problems have been 
resolved and the work has now resumed 
with the December occupancy date still 
appearing to be possible. 


With this project underway and all paper 


work completed, the manager is now work- 
ing on completing arrangements for acqui- 
sition of the former Purity Supreme 
building and parking lot at Park and Bartlet 
streets. 

This property will be converted to a mu- 
nicipal parking lot, according to a vote of 
the last annual town meeting. 

The property was owned by Webster and 
Robert Finlayson and originally intended to 
be developed into commercial and retail 
space, after the supermarket vacated the 
property in December. A later plan called 
for swapping this property for the parking 
lot behind town hall and the town building a 
municipal parking lot on that Bartlet street 
land. 

This was ultimately rejected and the 


town approved purchase of the property 
from Webster and Finlayson, with the in- 
tent to demolish the building and create a 
surface parking lot. 


Town Manager Mahony said this week 
that work is now in progress on preparing 
the necessary paper work to be submitted 
to the state for a $1,150,000 grant to acquire 
and develop the property. The town will add 
an additional $600,000 to the total for that 
work. 


Mahony said he was hopeful the grant 
application will be processed in time to 
allow some work to be done on the property 
and allow at least a preliminary paved 
surface available for use by this winter. 


Andover Resident Views Nicaragua 


Editor’s note: Andover resident Thomas 
Meyers, 14 Rennie Drive, has just returned 
from Nicaragua, travelling there with his 
wife to see conditions there first-hand. The 
following is a report on his findings and 
observations.

Early in July, my wife and I traveled to 
Nicaragua to see for ourselves what life in 
that country was like under the controver- 
sial Sandinista government. 

Was there a Soviet-Cuban conspiracy 
afoot in Nicaragua to topple other Latin 
American governments, as asserted by the 
Reagan administration? Or was the Sandi- 
nista movement mostly an age-old response 
to poverty and the desire to overthrow a 
long-time dictatorship, the Somoza family? 

Such questions were frequently asked by 
my students at Manchester High School 
where I taught American History. In the 
light of conflicting reports about Nicaragua 
in daily newspapers and on television news, 
I felt that I needed to visit the country and 
talk to people and to government and 
church leaders first hand in order to discuss 
the issues with any degree of accuracy or 
objectivity. 

We arrived in Managua, the capitol city, 
by Aero-Nica Airlines on Sunday, July 3. 
There we joined an interdenominational 
group of 147 religious leaders and peace 
advocates who had also made the journey 
from the United States. 

On the bus ride from the airport to our 
hotel in the center of Managua, I saw long 
stretches of rubble where buildings once 
stood. ‘‘Was this damage from the 1979 
Sandinista revolution?’’ I asked the driver. 
“Some is from the revolution,’’ he said, 
“but most of it was caused by the big 
earthquake of 1972.”’ 


Behind me sat Sister Peggy, a Maryknoll 
nun who lived in Nicaragua; she explained 
that the earthquake-destroyed buildings 
were never rebuilt because there was no 
money. Somoza stole millions of dollars in 
emergency relief funds contributed by oth- 
er corntries to help rebuild the capitol. 
Sister Peggy went on to say that Managua 
suffered considerable damage again in 1979, 
toward the end-of the revolution when So- 


moza turned his air force and its bombs on 
his own people. In fact, over 50,000 civilians 
died in the bombings, she said. 

On our first evening in Managua we at-

tended Mass at a small Barrio (neighbor- 
hood) church. The heat and stickiness in the 
still air inside the church were so oppres- 
sive that we sat outside on the steps where 
a group of teenagers stopped and struck up 
a friendly conversation. I took the opportu- 
nity to ask just what the recent revolution 
meant to them. 

Maria, 16, told me that before the revolu- 
tion, only families who could afford it were 
able to send their children to school. Now, 
everyone has an opportunity to go to school 
and get an education. She hoped, said Mar- 
ia, to go to college herself after finishing 
high school. Something that would have 
been impossible for her before the revolu- 
tion. 

Jose posed a difficult question concerning 
U.S. involvement in Nicaragua. He wanted 
to know how a democratic nation like the 


United States can justify arming the Con- 
tras (Somoza’s former national guard sol- 
diers) who are attempting to overthrow his 
government, the Sandinistas. Jose ex- 
plained that since the revolution medical 
care has been available to everyone. Fur- 
ther, the poor are now provided with jobs. 
His question was difficult for me to answer. 
President Reagan claims that the U.S. is 
interested in peace, democracy and solving 
the problems of the poor in Latin America, 
but at the same time, the U.S. provides 
money to military groups who are commit- 
ting atrocities against the people of Nicara- 
gua. 


Jose's point was vividly brought home to 
me when we visited the northern border 
town of Jalapa. As our group rode into the 
town, the local priest pointed to a cornfield, 
explaining that two days earlier, two teen- 
aged boys were murdered there and dis- 
played on fence posts by U.S.-supported 
Somocistas. Later that day, as some of us 
walked through Jalapa, we encountered a 
young woman who told us that her husband 
had been victimized and left to bleed to 
death by the Contras (the ex-national 
guard). 


As a teacher of American history, I have 
always enjoyed discussing with students 
our nation’s founding principles of freedom 
and the right to self-determination. It up 
sets me deeply when I think that the people 
who are committing such heinous acts are 
lauded by President Reagan and called (by 
him) ‘‘freedom fighters.”’ 


The next day in Jalapa, a woman from 
our delegation found fragments of a U.S 
mortar shell which was fired the night 
before into a small hamlet less than three 
kilometers from where we were staying. 
She later presented the fragments to U.S. 
Ambassador Anthony Quainton at a recep- 
tion and asked him paradoxically, ‘‘Are 
these mortar shell fragments examples of 
U.S. diplomacy towards the people of Nica- 
ragua.”’ ‘‘No comment,’’ was the Ambassa- 
dor’s less-than-eloquent reply. 

Before leaving Jalapa, I spoke with a 75- 
year-old man named Juan. As a teenager he 
fought in the mountains with Sandino, the 


revolutionary hero of the late 1920s who was 
killed by Somoza and for whom the Sandi- 
nista movement is named. Juan recalled 
the terrible living conditions after the 1933 
revolution failed. ‘‘Poor people have gained 
too much in the new revolution to let it 
die,’’ he said. He spoke of the vaccination 
program which has greatly reduced the 
number of funerals for young children in 
the streets of Jalapa. He told me about the 
home that the local cooperative provided 
for his son’s family and how his own medi- 
cal care was now provided for. ‘‘Under 
Somoza, none of these things happened,"’ he 
said 

The revolution of 1979 was a unique exper- 
iment for Latin America. It appears that 
Sandinistas are attempting to forge a plura- 
listic path both politically and economi- 
cally. They have held elections at the 
municipal and provincial levels with nine- 
political parties participating. They plan to 
hold national elections in 1985. Over 70 
percent of Nicaraguan industry and 60 per- 
cent of the agricultural land is privately 
owned. In four years they have reduced 
their illiteracy rate from 70 percent to 12 
percent and education is open to everyone 
Health care is guaranteed to all under the 
Sandinista government. A U.S. anthropolo- 
gist who is studying the Nicaraguan health 
care system told me that Nicaragua, along 
with two other developing nations, has been 
named by the U.N. as a model health care 
nation within the Third World 


Such broad economic, educational and 
medical accomplishments warrant our sup- 
port rather than our aggression. If Presi 
dent Reagan is really interested in reducing 
poverty and bringing democracy to Central 


America, he must clear his mind of his 
1950’s-style political intolerance, disconti- 
nue his policy of provocation towards Nica- 
ragua and enter into multi-lateral 
negotiation as urged by Nicaraguan leaders 
and the Contradora group of Panama, Vene- 
zuela, Columbia and Mexico. 

Among my many observations, this con- 
clusion about the direction the United 
States should take in Central America is the 
single most important idea that I bring 
back to discuss with my students and 
friends.

Regrettable Decision 


Attempts to create controls which would allow condominium devel- 
opment in Andover have been defeated on more than one occasion in 
Andover. 

The decisions which have been made at town meetings, have often been 
based on personal implications or protection for specific neighborhoods. 
Such decisions are regrettable since they are personal in nature and not 
beneficial to the town as a whole. 

Mention is made here due to the news of this past week that the Abbot 
Academy campus is once again being offered for sale by Phillips Academy 
which acquired the property in the 1973 merger of the two schools. 

Frankly, development of the campus into a condominium-type complex 
would seem to be the best use of the facility, with its historically signifi- 
cant buildings now in need of repair, but basically structurally sound. 

A condominium bylaw was proposed a few years ago and presented to a 
special town meeting which rejected the regulations and consequently 
classifying property at Andover Street and Argilla Road for that use. 

At the time, the planning board indicated it would come back at the 
annual town meeting in the spring with a more studied condo bylaw, which 
they did, and the town again rejected it. Still other attempts have been 
made to create zones for multiple-family, single-unit ownership devel- 
opment, all of which have been denied either by town meeting vote, or by 
planning board, or zoning board decisions. 

Just when Phillips Academy will make a decision on disposal of the 
Abbot property is not known, beyond the fact that the business manager of 
the academy is to have a report due for the trustees at their October 
meeting. 

It is also difficult to imagine at this point, what a developer would have 
in mind, should a substantial and appealing offer be presented to the 
trustees for consideration in the fall. 

Without the condominium provisions existant within the town’s zoning 
regulations, any thought of multiple-family development of the area would 
have to go before the zoning board, or the developer would have to await 
town meeting action for rezoning, an action which would delay any 
construction effort and have an effect on the financial consideration of the 
prospective builder. 


What can conceivably happen, without any problems, is a developer 
coming in, demolishing the existing structures and placing single-family 
dwellings on the 24-acre campus. 

Frankly, the multiple-family proposal is much more appealing. 

At a time when Andover is making every effort to preserve its histori- 
cally significant buildings (East Junior High-Punchard High, Town Hall, 
Shawsheen School, Memorial Hall Library) it just seems natural to 
attempt to secure the School Street property which has been an important 
part of Andover for over a century. 

Among the first girls’ private educational facilities in the country, it 
deserves preservation consideration. There are developers who would 
more than likely welcome the challenge of developing the valuable piece of 
real estate with its historical significance in mind. 

It is suggested here that the task force examining land use and planning 
in the process of updating the master plan, keep this in mind as they move 
into the final stages of their work. 

Having prepared regulatory provisions under which the Abbot property 
could be developed in the best interests of the town would be advanta- 
geous, and just possibly lead to retaining an important reminder of 
Andover’s history and contribution to education as a part of its future.
